i, A group of the politically most active members of the Czechoslovak National 
Socialist Party, some of whom are mombers of the governnent, decided to 
start open political warfare against the Communist Party of Czechoslovakia 
‘by voicing in publisc their apprehension that the policy of the Communiat 
Party, which ig in virtual control of the Czechoslovak Government, is demag— 
ing the country’s good name by suppressing democratic rights and by ineugue 
rating a regime of political and economic regimentation which, if allowed 
to go unchecked, will bring ruin instead of the promised blessings. 


2o Evidence of the unconatitutional and undemocratic activities of the. Communists 
will be made public, inquiries will be undertaken, and reforms asked for, Dee 
meuds will be brought into the open and backed up with the weight and author- 
ity of the individuala who are part of the group. 


5. Dr. Drtina, leader of the group, in armeuncing its decision, declarad it was 
time to show the friends of democracy that public-spirited Czechs were oap- 
able of pergonal and effective action which did not have to rely on moral or 
other kind of support from Western Europe. 


4, The group has undertaken steps to acquaint the British and American Embassies 
in Prague of its intention to start an active campaign againet the Communists,
